Coimly Farm ARont Hrowder re- 
ports groat Improvements in crop 
conditions since the rains of last 
week The rains covered the entire 
coanty except a limited territory

the northern part of tho county, os 
pecially about Fordsvllle and Dean- 
lioM tloods did groat damage to the 
growing cropa.

In their mamberahlp the great part 

of the manufacturing and mercantile 
industrials In the country have vIr- 
ornusly opjiosed the Covernments 
proposal, through the Department of 
Commerce, to establish a national 
trade-mark to be applied to all goods 
nriglnattag ta tbto eonntry.
